It  was  only  ueccsrury,  be  s.iid,  tti 
look  to  the  faces  now  piesent,  to  have  lefi^d  every  pnrsible  thought 
of  evil  intention.

It  was  then  moved  and  carried,  that  Mr.  Gourlay  be  admitttd  fe 
assiiil  in  tilt:  deliUeratioiis  of  the  present  ocraMon  —  tu  bpeak,  liut  n(Tt 
to  vote.  Mr.  nourlny,  hereupon,  c.iiiie  foiward,  and  iidilnssing 
hiinselt"  to  the  ch.iir,  txprcised  his  greit  satisl'acUon  at  seting  the 
me  isures  which  he  h  id  h  id  the  happiness  to  siij^gest  to  ihe  pubhc 
of  Upper  CaHada.  so  f^t  initured,  in  the  meeting  oi  this  coiiveiiiKinr 
—  lie  sdid  thit  these  inedsures  would  htve  h.td  liie  m()St  complete 
success, but  for  unforeseen  &  unexpected  inHuences  :-lhat  il  wj  ob- 
vious, from  the  beguuiing,  that  rn.iny  men,  accustomed  to  draw  proli^ 
from  corniption,  or  enjoyment  from  the  exercise  of  arbitrary  pow* 
er,  would  oppose  measures  lending  to  refresh  the  body-politic  nnd 
restrain  the  licentiousness  of  ill-regul.ited  authority  ;  ')ut,  it  could 
not  have  beensuppv)sed  that  there  would  have  appeared  men  so  base, 
as  to  injure  a  good  and  great  public  cause,  from  mere  wanton  ma- 
levolence, or,  to  gratify  private  piijue  and  revcuj^u ;  far  lesaj  that 
any  of  those  men  who  represented  the  people  in  I'arliament,  would 
take  arms  against  measures,  not  only  pure,  but  having  in  view  tha 
very  ends  whicli  the  .Assembly  had  repeatedly  strove  to  attain. — 
That  such  had  iieen  the  case,  was  however,  unfortunately  to  ;  true  ; 
and  the  machinutions  of  such  parties  had  held  back  that  tiank  i^nd 
Conliding  support  tO  the  cause,  whicli  certainly  would  have  prevaii- 
ed  throughout,  from  the  unbiassed  (lelini^s  of  the  |)en|)le.  Mr.  G. 
Said,  that,  from  his  knowledge  of  tlie  puidic  mind,  there  was  only 
required  a  little  time  to  get  over  every  diliiculiy  ruiscd  by  lying  le- 
por;s  and  evil  inHuences, —  that  he  h^d  positive  inloiuiation,  that 
even  tilread),  m.iny  peojile,  who  had  been  at  first  blaggere<l  undo: 
ignorance  <d'  the  truth,  and  the  novelty  of  proposed  measures,  weie 
fastadopUr>g  more  liberal  semiments,  and  lieailily  wishing  us  well, 
thouj,h  they  had  lost  the  opportunity  oi  chiising  Representatives  to 
speak  for  them  <iii  this  occasion  :  —that  it  would  be  of  infinite  con- 
sequence to  give  time  for  reflection  ;  and,  as  there  was  but  one  gres^t 
interest  in  the  country,  so  there  mi^hl  be  the  most  harmonious  ef- 
fort potsible  made  to  promote  it.  L'nder  circumstances,  then,  he 
would  propose  a  change  of  measures :— he  would  propose,  iij- 
Ktead  ot  sending  home  a  Comi'iissinn.  directly,  in  liis  Uoyal  iligh- 
ness  the  I'nuce  llegent,  that  -i  Deputation  should  wait  on  the  Gov- 
eniGr,  as  soon  as  arrived,  or,  should  proceed  to  meet  hini  at  Que- 
bec : — that  tins  Deputation  should  present  two  petitions, — one  to  the 
J'riiice,  with  a  request,  that,  he  (the  Governoi)  should  immediate- 
ly seikl  liome  the  same  to  be  presented  at  the  lirst  levee  : — that  a- 
iiother  petition  shoidd  he  piebented  to  himstir,  prating,  that  he 
Would  iiiiiiie(Jiately  dissolve  th*"  present  Parliament,  and  issue  wnti 
for  a  iifw  election, —  that  he  wiaild  meet  the  new  Parliament  witli 
all  possible,  dispatch,  and  ecoinmend,  as  its  lirst  great  olotct,  (alter 
getting  the  anniiil  s(ij)(.'|^  voted,)  to  proceed  to  an  enquiry  into  the 
stale  of  tlie  Province, aiu  have  a  ("omniission  appointed  to  go  home 
Willi  the  result,  in  time  to  l.ave  the  same  laid  before  the  Imperial 
Parliament,  m  the  e.iily  par.  .if  ne.xt  xefcsion. —  Mr.  G.  said,  that 
inJiisaddie^sof  the  2d<d'.\pnl,  he  hiul  a^btrtcd  that  there  was  lit- 
tle to  bs  txpcclt'd  fioiii  chaniie  of-  P.e'utstiilatives  or  Goveniori. —

He  wouW  iww  qualify  that  assertion.  The  appointment  of  the  DiiVe 
oJ  l!uliiiuind  t«>  tie  Governor-iii-chief  of  tlif  CanaddS,  uvs  d.\\  aiispi- 
ciouK  evwii.  liie  Duke  of  Uichiuiind  was  a  rare  rhantcifr, — on« 
wild  li;id  proved  lliat  Uoynlly  itsilf  could  not  niuk?  l.\m  sttuip  to 
liidigmty,  rtiid  or-,  who  had  n.ibly  buppttrted  the  rights  of  the  people 
«f  ]:,n^Uiid.  lie  iiad  long  ago  maintained,  that  e\ery  man  wljo  paid 
taxcb  should  have  a  vote  in  Parliamentary  election,  and  his  opinion 
had  been  proudly  quoted  by  the  lovers  of  rational  reform,  upon  ev- 
ery occfsion  sHiie.  In  this  country  we  had  the  hillesi  privil.^es  as 
to  the  choice  of  Representatives, — the  fulies-t  security  that  taxation 
iiev^r  cot, 111  be  ma<le  oppressive  to  tiie  community.  Wt  had  noth- 
'.:\g  to  ^:vpev  I  from  the  buke  of  Richmond  as  to  iliis  ;  but,  his  former 
conduct,  aiiJ  declaied  opwiions,  were  quite  cheerinj;  to  our  hopes,  of 
his  heartily  joining  in  every  eHort  for  the  public  good  ;  and.  Sir  Pe- 
regrine .MdiilaiKl,  with  such  an  example  and  with  such  an  adviser, 
ve  mii^ht  be  well  assure*!,  will  be  forward  in  performing  honorably 
and  well,  the  high  and  important  duties  entrusted  to  him.  As  to  a 
change  of  Representatives  the le  was,  at  this  time,  consiiientble  hope. 
Mens  minds  were  now  roused  to  the  hill  impor'ance  of  having  re»- 
pectaole  characters  in  assemidy  :  they  had  seen  the  evil  const  qiieii- 
ces  fioin  fio  .liucli  indirierence  as  to  tl.is  ;  and.  in  fact,  the  Pailia- 
nienlaiy  ciwracter  had  falltn  so  li.w,  tliat  respectable  men  had,  for 
years,  Oeclimd  coming  forward.,  as  candidates.  Now,  he  WuS  con- 
vinced thai  ii.i-n  lit  build  worth  an<l  judyn'ent  would  oti'er  themselves; 
and,  that  while  all  were  ulive  to  public  interests,  every  voter  would 
geriously  ihi-ik  v\  the  character  he  supported.  '1  here  were  now  i.i 
assembly  several  men  quite  a  disgrace  to  their  situation.  These 
men,  he  '.bought,  would  certainly  not  now  be  returned  ;  and  such  us 
were  still  in  favour  with  their  constituents  from  uprif.htnehs  of  inten- 
tion (and  there  was  a  considerable  proportion  that  he  beheved  to  l)« 
worthy  honest  men,  such  as  perhaps  could  not  be  excelled) — that  he 
Was  sure  these  men  would  resume  their  duties  with  encreased  eiier;j;y 
ai  determination,  to  recover  to  the  comitry  that  character  and  credit 
Vi.ich  their  remissness  had  unhappily  tended  to  degrade  and  diF.'i- 
pate." 

T  hese  measures  requiring  time  for  reflection,  it  was  moved  bv  Mr. 
Washburn,  and  earned,  that  tiliis  meeting  do  adjourn  till  '.o-moriuvv 
at  if  u'cluck.

Tliis  day  the  Convention  being  met,  and  Richard  Beafelv,  Esq. 
m  the  chair, — Mr.  Washburn  rose,  and  after  making  some  r> marks 
on  the  proposals  yeslerddy  brought  firwaid,  submatcd  the  following 
KcboUitions  for  consideration — viz  : 

Resolved  ^at.  '1  hat  v^hiist  this  Convention  holi!«  it  one  of  the 
most  sacred  rights  of  British  subjects,  at  all  times,  directly,  to  peti- 
tion the  T  hrone  vi  their  Sovereign,  rel.itive  to  their  grievances,  yetj, 
■evertheless,  under  th«  preeeul  peculiar  exiiimg  circuuistances  ot

tkU<ountry,  tbO'Meaibrri  of  this  Cenventinn,  m  well  Mt  of  rear 

F'ct  to  that  bdiiorable  body,  the  Cuinmons  House  of  Auembly  of 
pp<^r  Canada,  as  for  other  causes,  <ktm  it  tbeir  most  iiidispcrMbl* 
duty,  on  this  important  occasion,  to  leconimend,  in  the  stron^att 
terms,  to  their  fellow  suhjerls  resident  in  this  Frovinr*,  a  spirited, 
f:irmal,  and  respectful  application  to  that  Honorable  llciuc,  fur  ao 
enquiry  into  the  state  of  the  rrovince. 

2d.  Thiit  John  Clark,  Cyrus  Sumtter  &  Roderick  Drake,  Esqrs. 
be  a  permanent  committee,  fur  tlie  management  of  thetiffairs  of  tins 
Convention,  and  that  they,  as  soon  as  may  be  practicable,  prepare 
a  respectJiil  Petition,  praying  for  enquiry  and  expressive  of  grievan* 
res.  (for  the  iiiunediate  sanction  of  this  Conveniioo)  to  be  by  them 
circulated  for  subscribers,  aud  presented  at  the  bar  of  the  Uonteof 
Assembly,  at  their  next  ensuing  session. 

3d.  '1  hat  the  said  committee  b«  further  authorised  to  frame  aa 
address  to  His  Uoyal  Highness  the  Prince  Regent,  on  the  subject 
of  grievances  believed  to  exist  in  Upper  Canada,  which,  when  ap* 
proved  of  by  this  Convention,  shall  be  submitted  by  the  Committee, 
together  with  the  I'ttition  above  mentioned  to  the  Honorable  tht 
Hoube  of  Assembly,  at  their  uext  meeli.ig,  for  their  alteration  ao4 
amendment.

The  following  Resolutions,  founded  upon  the  proposalsof  Mr.  GoHr^ 
lay,   were  then  submitted,  viz  : 

l«f.  Retolved,  That  this  Convention,  assembled  for  the  declared 
speciHr  purpose  of  sending  home  a  Commission  to  England,  with  aa 
address  to  His  Royal  Highness,  the  Prince  Regent,  on  the  state  of 
p;jblic  atfdirs  ni  tins  Province,  sees  good  reasons  for  departing  from 
the  prescribed  course  of  proceeding  ;  or,  at  least,  for  delaying  th* 
execution  of  the  plan  of  procedure  hrst  intended. 

Ut.  Btcause.  various  unfair  advantages  huve  been  unexpectedy 
taken,  by  weak,  wicked,  and  selfish  men,  to  deceive  the  public  as  ti 
the  true  and  legitimate  objects  in  view,  as  well  as  to  stir  up  doubts 
with  regard  to  the  propriety  and  lega'ity  of  the  nr.er.sures  proposed; 
thereby  distracting  the  public  mind,  and  creating  false  fears  and  a<- 
larms. 

2(1.  Because,  by  a  little  delay,  ard  with  further  means  being  used 
to  dissipate  alarms,  and  convince  the  people  of  the  deceptions  prac- 
tised towards  them,  a  more  universal  concurrence  will  be  ensured 
in  e  ery  required  measure,  and  a  better  choice  of  succeeding  id  the 
great  objects  in  view. 

3(/.  Because,  the  appointment  of  the  Duke  of  Richmond,  to  be 
Governor  in  Chief  of  the  Canadas,  has  generated  hopes  which  could 
have  sprung  from  the  appointment  of  no  other  individual  whatever. 

ilh.  Becau^^e,  the  people  of  this  Province  are  now  go  effectually 
roused  to  a  just  sense  of  the  bad  consequences  of  mal-administratiou, 
•od   weak  legislative  proceedings,    that  when  Parliament  again 
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iDMti,  thtre  is  et«ry  hope,  that,  narrowty  wirtch«l  by  lh«  puWi» 
fye,  lU  every  motion  will  be  piiided  and  determined  by  better  purv 
cipies  and  more  nianly  resolutions, — tha*,  in  hhort,  the  virtue  of 
Parliament  will  be  braced  and  upheld  by  the  virtue  of  the  |)eople. 

2d.  Resolved,  that,  under  all  circumitances,  the  Members  of  tbi« 
Convention  conceive,  tbaX  lh«y  will  best  maintain  their  owl  boDour 
and  the  inteiebt  of  tiieir  constituents,  by  appointing  a  Deputation  ta 
wait  on  Sir  Peregrine  Maitland,  as  toon  as  he  arrives  in  this  Pro- 
vince, or  to  procted,  if  deemed  expedient,  to  meet  bim  at  Quebec, 
to  entreat  a  conference  with  bim,  and  to  present  him  with  the  print- 
ed principles  &  proceedings  of  this  Convention,  &  of  its  supporters. 

3d.  Retiohed,  thiit  tl.ls  Ueputation  shall  bear  along  two  Petitions. 
— >one  to  His  JJoyul  Highness  tlie  Priiice  Hegent,  expressive  of  tha 
loyalty  and  dutiful  consideraticui  of  this  Convention  to  tbe  Roya4 
dignity,  and  culling  the  P.oyal  atu-ntion  to  the  conduct  of  afl'airs  la 
the  land  granting  department  of  I  pper  Canada,  as  well  h«  to  th» 
qieans  which  His  Hoyal  Highness  possesses,  of  redressing  insfrtaf/y, 
the  grievances  of  claimants  for  sutterings  by  war,  &i  of  militia  men 
expecting  promised  land8,-which  Petition,  the  Deputies  shall  beg  of 
Sir  Peregrine  Maill.HiMi  to  send  borne,  and  have  pr«'sent>!d  to  tha 
Prince,  nt  his  tii>t  jnihiic  levee,  by  such  person  as  Sir  t  eregrine 
(ball  think  proper  to  ciHilidc  in. 

4th.  Resohed,  that  tins  measure  is  mort;  especially  necessary  to 
maintain  tlie  Higlil  of  all  Urilisb  subjects  in  petitioning  the 
Ihnine,  in  oppuMiion  to  notonoti*  assertions,  that  public  petition? 
ought,  necess.ir.K,  to  be  presented  to  the  Throne,  through  the  medi- 
um of  the  House  of  .assembly,  a  practice  which  has  no  precedent, 
and  which  would  be  vitiating  one  of  the  most  important  articles  of 
the  Bill  of  RighU,  that  of  direct  petitioning. 

5th.  Regolved.  that  the  other  Petition  shall  be  addressed  to  Sir 
Peregrine  Maill  md  himself,  as  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Upper  Ca- 
nada, praying  him  to  call  Parliament  together  as  spe.dily  as  possi- 
ble, that  enquiry  into  the  state  of  the  Province  may  be  instituted, 
and  a  Commission  appointed  to  go  home  with  the  result,  in  such 
time  as  the  same  m.iy  be  brought,  by  Ministers  of  the  Crown,  beibrb 
the  Imperial  Parliament,  at  an  early  stage  of  its  next  session  ;  and, 
sabmitting  to  the  judgment  of  Sir  Peregrine  Maitland,  on  reasons 
given,  whether  it  would  not  be  proper  to  dissolve  the  present  Com- 
mons House  of  Assembly,  and  issne  writs  foi  a  new  election  of  Re- 
presentatives of  the  people  of  this  Province. 

6th.  Resolved,  that  a  committee  be  nominated  to  draft  the  above 
mentioned  Petilione,  and  report  the  same  to  this  Convention. 

7th.  Reiohed,  that,  whatever  be  the  consequence  of  these  reso- 
lutions, and  of  any  temporary  change  of  procedure,  it  is  the  duty  of 
this  Convention,  to  devise  measures  by  which  the  great  reuse  in 
which  its  members  and  supporters  are  engaged,  shall  be  maintained; 
and,  that  no  dissolution  of  the  present  system  of  representing  the 
WILL  of  su  numerous  a  body  of  people,  as  have  already  dechired  tur 
the  cauie,  shall  take  place,  till  the  enquiry  tnlu  the  state  ol  thiS 
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P'-ovinre  has  httn  realized,  and  those  beneficial  objecU  obtained 
whiih  are  absolutely  essential  to  the  well-being  (,f  the  Pro\  nice. 

8th.  Re$olved.  th.it  this  Convention,  the  Jx-tter  to  lit- nole  th« 
JHJnly  and  unity  of  its  object,  as  well  as  (ii,tin^.iish  it  »r<..,i  Con- 
ventions, formed  to  controul  and  rommmd  public  attair^.  shall  b« 
•'eiioiuinated     "The    Upper    Canadian      Convkntion     or 

KUICVDH  TO    tVQUlRY." 

9th.  Rfsohed,  that  to  facilitate  internHl  management  and  to  de« 
cide  on  all  m  itttrs.  of  mere  arrunj^emeut.  two  b-anch  Conv»-nti«ini 
slwll  be  forme.,— «,De  to  be  constituted  by  Ilepresrnutives  troiii  the 
five  Upper  DistricU,  viz.  the  Home.  (.ore.  Niajjara,  London  .md 
»» estern,  to  m'tl  Ht  Ancaster, — the  other  to  be  constituted  bv  Re- 
presentatives trom  the  five  lower  Uisirirts,  vij.  the  Newc^silet 
Midland,    Johnstown,   K^stern  and  OtUwa.  to  meet  at  Kingston. 

JC  1..  Retofted,  thdt  the  Kepresentatives,  nowhere  convened,  do, 
as  they  belon-  respectively  to  each  of  these  Branches,  form  them- 
selves into  two  Committees,  each  to  choose  its  own  Treasurer  and 
Secretary,— to  lix  on  a  certain  day  for  the  first  Branch  Conven- 
tional meeting,  lespectively  at  Ancrtster  and  KingsK  n.  and,  tore- 
port  to-morrow,  to  this  Conventi..n.  as  to  these  appointments  -that 
future  Branch  .Meetings  be  bell  either  by  adjourmnent,  or,  as  may 
be  announced  by  the  Secretaries  in  the  Newspapers,  or  otherwise, 
and  upon  the  requisition  of  three  District  Representatives  ;  but  no 
liranch  Conventional  meeting  to  be  considered  rej^ular  without 
the  presence  of  four  District  Representatives. 

nth.  Retokcd,  that  the  Treasurers  of  Districts,  shall  if  called 
upon,  surrender  their  funds,  or  any  required  pirt  thereof,  to  the 
Ireasurers  of  their  respective  Branch  Conventions,  on  an  order 
signed  by  the  Chairman  of  any  regularly  constituted  meeting  of 
such  Branch  Conventions.

IN  my  own  name,  and  that  of  thousands  of  the  Inhabitant* 
of  this  Province,  which  you  are  destined  to  govern,  1  beg  leave  to 
add' ess  your  Excellency,  dutifully  and  afiectionately— We  would 
say,  that,  the  people  ot  this  Province  only  want  your  confidence,  th« 
more  to  deserve  it. 

Surely  f».  people,  who,  for  three  years,  withstood  every  assault 
«»f -an  insidious  a  daring,  and  revengefiil  enemy,  merely  for  the 
•naintenance  of  Ikitish  Sovereignty,  need  not  dwell  on  expressiong 
of  loyalty,  or,  be  anxious  about  tests  of  respect  for  him  whn  it 
sent  to  represent  the  royal  presence  among  them.  On  these  siiht 
jects  there  can  be,  but  one  undivided  sentiment ;  and,  on  the  present 
occasion,  that  sentiment  must  be  proudly  elale  with  the  additional 
consideration,  that  he,  who  now  tomes  to  occupy  the  highest  dig- 
nity amongst  us,  was  tutored  under  the  immortal  Wellington,  and 
has,  for  his  fr-end  and  adviser,  a  man  no  less  dear  to  the  lovers  of 
rational  liberty  : — \  es.  Sir,  we  will  be  (rank  in  confessing,  that 
your  near  cr)nnection  with  the  Duke  ol  Pirl)mond,  and  the  arrival 
«f  that  great  man  in  these  Provinces,  as  (iovernor  in  Chief,  gener- 
ates in  our  breasts  sensations  which  no  otner  fortune  could  have  in- 
spired. 

Upper  Canada  had,  during  t!)e  last  twenty  years,  many  Govern- 
ors ;  but,  these  twenty  years  only  gave  experience  of  disappoint- 
ment, in  the  adminibtration  :>f  civil  atiairs  :- these  twentv  years 
had  alniO!.t  exlinguithed  in  our  bieasts  e\ery  hope  of  good,  from  tht 
change  of  Governors  ;— but,  we  now  fj-el  the  intiuence  of  a  latent 
sp.irk,  — we  are  now  sang'jine  in  looking  forward  to  more  cheerily 
times,  and  to  the  possession  of  every  jidvar.tage  which  the  British 
constitution  has,  so  libera:!),  to  be'-tow. 

The  eanie  Imnds,  fVoin  winch  you  recive  this  Address,  will  pre- 
sent von  with  a  pnrited  detail  of'"'  principles  &  proceedings,"  which 
for  some  months  past,  have  been  agitating  the  public  mind  in  thit 
Province.  It  wjii  it^fiire  but  a  glance  to  be  assured,  that  serious 
causes  must  exist  for  such  agitation;  and,  you  will  fi.nd  that  the 
most  anxious  desire  of  the  gicdl  niajciw  of  those  whom  you  iiave 
been  .sent  to  govern,  i«,  tli.tt  enquiry  may  be  made  in»o  the  state  of 
this  Province,  by  which  cscry  real  cauic  Tor  agitation  may  cease 
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Your  Excellency,  will  find,  from  the  Journals  of  the  Provincial 
Pailminent,  that  the  subject  of  enquiry  has  been  repeatedly  bF«ught 
forward  in  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly  ;  and,  you  will  find, 
on  the  s<iiije  record,  but  too  good  reusons  for  despair  of  full  succesn 
in  that  quarter.  The  Provincial  Parliament  :s  not,  indeed,  com- 
petent, with  its  best  endeavours,  to  enquire  into  every  matter 
whirl,  retards  the  improvement  of  "pper  Canada,  nor  has  it  author- 
ity to  correct  every  evil  '1  hose,  who  now  address  your  Excellen- 
cy, being  aware  of  this,  and,  worn  out  with  disappoiBtuient,  bad 
resolved  to  send  home  a  Ci-ranHssion,  praying  liis  Royal  Ili^huest 
the  Prince  Recent  lo  cause  enquiry  immediately  to  be  made,  that 
the 'mpeiial  Parliament  might  proceed  to  interfere  upon  informa- 
tion solemnly  obtained.  Circumstances  induce  them  now  to  delay 
this  me,i:,iire,  and  to  euMeat  your  Excellency  to  summon,  with  all 
convenient  speed,  the  Provincial  Parlumeut,  that  this  grand  meas- 
uie,  big  widi  the  fate  of  Canada,  may  yet  orij^iiiate,  and  proceeu, 
from  the  m  ist  desirable  source,— from  the  regularly  constituted  re- 
prebeiUation  of  the  people. 

ill  little  mure  than  two  months  the  weighty  labor. t  of  harvest 
will  be  over,  and,  should  Parliament  be  in  Session  before  the  en<i 
©f  September,  every  luressary  step  could  be  taken  there  to  prepiu* 
the  way  for  enquiry  in  ilie  Imperial  Parliament,  at  an  early  stage  of 
its  next  sessit.n.  ihis  is  what  we  anxioubly  desire  ;  but  if  your 
Excellency  bh-ill  see  fit.  the  belter  to  acctmiplish  the  desired  object, 
to  dissolve  the  present  Conuiwns  House  of  Assembly,  and  issut 
writs  for  asseiublmga  new  set  of  Represenlativea,  we  would  mor« 
particularly  rejoice,  auri  be  greatly  ii;ore  ronfideot  of  success. 

We  must,  with  shame,  acknowledge  to  ycur  Excellency,  that 
the  Inhabitants  of  I' pper  Canada  have,  hitherty,  paid  tio  little  it> 
gard  to  the  charncter  of  those  whom  they  have  chosen  to  represen: 
them  in  Parliament;  and,  most  unworthy  persons  have  sat  in  At- 
Minbly.  Not  only  has  this  bten  the  case ;  but,  from  an  indifferenc* 
to  the  oiirse  of  public  affairs, — from  a  heedlessresa  of  the  people  at 
large  to  Parliamentary  pmceedi'-y:*,  the  most  slovenly  habits  have 
been  conhimtd.  and  the  mi>st  indeient  irregolariUes  witnessed.  W'n 
•hall  not  tire  your  Excellency  with  a  recital,  but  of  a  few  instances, 
in  point. ;  nor,  shall  we  go  back  to  quote  the  most  shocking  facts  : 
we  shall  only  iTier  to  a  few  transactions  of  the  present  Parliament. 
It  has  sat  two  ses.-ioiis.  At  the  opening  of  the  fiist  session*  when 
qiatter  of  viiul  import  lay  for  consideration— even  just  grounds  lor 
impeachment  of  the  then  Governor— day  after  day  was  occupied 
with  .-  ';r,u.ibble  about  the  conduct  of  an  individual  out  of  doors,  a  {■tib- 
ject  alio^ethtr  below  the  notice  of  a  grave  Assembly.  Hye  and  by.% 
the  annual  supply  was  voted,  and  put  at  the  disp<ibal  of  the  Govern- 
or, who,  by  arbitrary  acts  had  thwarted  the  laws  of  the  land  ;  and 
ti.•'l^  Hi  an' extraordinary  laie  seasoo.  Resolutions  were  bn.ughl  for- 
ward,  in  the  teeth  of  the  Governoi's  known  s-entinieiits,  and  setming- 
Iv  onlv  to  pro'.i.ke  Ins  displeas  *••  Thft  Rfsolutioiis  were  excelUnt; 
but,  lli.-y  were  woffiillv  misumed.  The  (^ov-.-rnor  provoked, 
far^ot  hmi6elf,'--lu»gut  that  swleiuuity  which,  at  home,  is  sver  pftr- 
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ticularly  regarded  . — he  went  up  to  Parliament,  without  the  appear- 
bnce  of  state, — without  tbr  ceieiiviny  of  notice,  or  due  concultation, 
and  iias;tily  put  a  period  to  the  session. 

Th3  Parliament  was  again  summoned  in  February  last.  It  was 
expected  that  gome  degree  of  spirit  would  have  been  manifesied,  in 
«hew  of  displeasure  fi)r  insulted  dignity, — it  wa»  expected,  that  the 
consideration  o*^  Ilesolutioiis,  of  high  imjiortaiice  to  the  public  weal, 
■would  be  instantly  resumed.  The  conduct  of  this  session,  however, 
fell  even  lower  than  before.  An  offer  of  recompence  for  suflerers  m 
war,  unhappily  introduced  into  the  speech  from  the  Throne,  and 
only  tending  to  insult  the  feelinj^s  of  a  large  body  of  people,  \;as  re- 
plied to  in  most  disgusting  t»rms  of  acquiescence,  by  the  Uepresent- 
atives  of  these  very  people,  while  i,he  able  Resolutions,  brought  for- 
ward at  the  close  of  the  precedii  g  session,  were  leu  neglected,  as  if 
in  acknowledgment,  that  the  Asseribly  had  been  deservedly  chas- 
tised for  their  production.  A  scries  of  trifling  measures  filled  up  the 
main  portion  of  the  session  :  the  legislative  Council,  no  clouht  en- 
couraged by  the  low  and  dastardly  conduct  of  members  of  Assembly, 
assumed  rights,  which  had  long  been  denied,  even  to  British  Peers  : 
the  annual  supply  was  not  even  passed,  and,  finally,  members  stoli 
oil' home,  so  as  not  to  leave  a  House  to  hear  the  speech  of  dismissal, 
which  the  Adminislialor  delivered,  as  if  in  contempt,  from  the 
chair. 

The  people  at  large  have  at  last  been  roused  to  a  just  sense  of  all 
this  trifiing  ?nd  indecency.  They  see  their  property  reduced  a  full 
half,  from  the  mal-administration  of  good  laws  :  they  see  prosperity 
completely  checked  :  they  witness  discontent  and  poverty  under  the 
most  genial  clime,  and  rooted  in  the  most  fertile  soil :  they  antici- 
pate subjection  to  a  foreign  power,  if  war  should  again  be  waged  : 
they  dread  a  separation  from  the  mother  country,  even  without  war, 
which  they  would  most  grievously  lament : — they  wish  to  make  an 
efl'ort  at  recovery  from  all  this  disgrnre  and  danger: — they  entreat 
your  instant  and  earnest  aid  to  assist  them. 

.Should  a  new  Parliament  be  called,  we  are  assured,  that  notori- 
ously bad  characters  would  no  longer  be  chosen  to  represent  the  peo- 
ple : —  we  are  assured,  that  the  most  respectable  men  would  now 
ccme  forward  as  candidates,  who  1  -.ve  hitherto  disdained  to  sit  in  a 
degraded  House  : — we  are  assured  that  all,  both  the  people,  by 
watdiing  their  Representatives,  and  the  Representatives  themselves, 
would  be  ale.'-t  and  zealous  in  the  performance  of  duty : — we  are  as- 
sured that  a  new  and  better  .era  would  commence.

In  the  name  of  thousands  of  the  Inhabitants  of  L'pper-Canada, 
it  is  my  province  to  testify  the  dutiful  and  affectionate  regard  which 
they  bear  toYour  Royal  Person  and  dignity  ;  and,  in  the  utmost  sin- 
cerity, I  may  declare  my  confident  belief,  that  the  Royal  Sceptre  is 
not  swayed  over  more  loyal  subjects  than  those  who  dwell  in  this 
distant  colony. 
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Under  pecuFiar  circumstances  of  difficulty,  (fi«appoinlnient,  and 
distress,  these  loyal  subjecU  bad  resolved  on  sending  home  a  Com- 
missioH  tf>  Kngland,  humbly  to  entreat,  before  the  'I'hrone  of  their 
SoTereign.  the  immediate  interference  of  the  Royal  authority.
